Soltu Falls In With Plan Regardlnc 
Customs Duties# 

Constantinople.—An imperial irade 
has been issued ordering the Porte to 
formulate proposals regarding the cus¬ 
toms duties as suggested in the collec¬ 
tive note of the Embassadors presented 
on April 7th. 

The United States Legation joined 
the other embassies in protesting 
against the increase of import duties, 
the reply to the potification of the 
Porte asserting that the United States 
expects to be previously consulted with 
regard to any changes. 

The Porte has not yet replied to the 
last collective note, but the changed 
tone of the Ottoman officials leads to a 
belief that a settlement has been 
reached in . conformity with the de¬ 
mands of the foreign representatives. 
It is now fully expected that the Porte 
will invite the embassies to discuss 
the proposed changes. There is the 
greatest interest in political circles 
regarding the attitude of the United 
States in the indemnity claim, and it 
is believed that the powers having 
similar claims will support American 
action. 

To Study Conditions at Nome. 

Washington.—Dr. Cabel Whitehead, 
assayer of the Mint Bureau of the 
Treasury, has gone to Cape Nome. 
He will spend the summer there and in 
the mining regions of Alaska in study¬ 
ing mining matters. It is expected that 
he will make an elaborate report on hia 
return on the present and prospective 
conditions and opportunities.

JAPS COMING BY THOUSANDS.

Port Townsend Collector of Customs Is 
Swnntped. 

Washington.—The influx of Japanese 
laborers at Pacific Coast ports is at- 
' tracting the serious attention of the 
Treasury Department. In response to 
a telegram received from F. D. lleustis. 
Collector of Customs at Port Townsend, 
by Commissioner of Immigration Pow- 
derly, Heustis was instructed to employ 
three assistant inspectors to assist in 
the work of examining the Japanese 
now arriving, lleust s announced that 
1000 Japs had already arrived, and 
2200 more were en route to Port Town¬ 
send. The Treasury officials here are 
uncertain as to the resaon for the sud- 
i den rush of Oriental laborers. It is 
suggested that the Japs are emigrating 
to avoid military service in case of war 
with Russia, but this reason is not con¬ 
sidered sufficient. It iH also suggested 
they have been attracted by the great 
I amounts of work being done in the 
, Northwest. In the past the Great 
, Northern Railway has employed a large 
. number of Japs in section work, but 
i it is said they have not proved satis¬ 
factory and are being laid off. These 
, facts add to the confusion in the minds

Whitewashing Building*. 

Why don’t more American people 
use whitewash on their outbuildings 
and fences? Is it because of its ten¬ 
dency to wash off? It is easily and 
very cheaply made anil prevents the 
wood from decay; besides, how much 
cleaner and inviting the surroundings 
look after using. Here is a good 
recipe for making it. Put a half 
bushel of lime in a tight barrel. Pour 
over it boiling hot water to the depth 
of five inches. Stir very briskly until 
all well dissolved. Dissolve in water 
two pounds of sulphate of zinc and 
one of good salt and add to the dis¬ 
solved lime. This causes the white¬ 
wash to harden instead of cracking or 
peeling off. To make it cream color 
add three pounds of yellow ochre; 
pearl of lead color, add ivory black; 
fawn color, add four pounde of Amer¬ 
ican umber. Turkish umber is the 
same, only costs more, also one pound 
of Indian red and one of common 
lamp black. For stone color add four 
pounds raw limber and two of common 
iarfip black. Now try this, readers, 
and improve your surroundings. 

Bonn In the Warm Season. 

Some persons are disposed to use 
green cut bone only in winter, but a 
I small quantity fed once a day in spring 
and summer will greatly promote lay- 
I ing and be of much advantage to molt* 
I ing hens. The bone-cutter does not 
I “grind” bones, but “cuts” those fresh 
! from the butcher, anil a pound of green 
cut bones, given nt night to 20 fowls 
will cost but little and prove bene¬ 
ficial in promoting laying. For geese 
! anil ducks there is no food that will 
show better results, especially for 
i those that are growing, as it supplies 
' the elements of growth anil thus pre¬ 
vents them from having leg weakness. 
Do not give too ranch, but use it mod¬ 
erately in connection with a variety 
, of other foods.

Cost of Fattening Cattle. 

A fat steer of 1,000 pounds weight IS 
said to have In it 600 pouuds of water, 
about twenty-five pouuds of nitrogea, 
eighteen pouuds of phosphoric acid and 
two pouuds of potash.

Sunshine will keep the air dry, and 
will, to some extent, neutralize tho 
moisture constantly being thrown off 
from the lungs of the fowls. A few 
good-sized windows on the south sldo 
will prove of immense value.—Farm¬ 
ers’ Review.

There Is a movement on foot among 
the Influential colored people of liouls- 
vllle to establish a savings bank, possi¬ 
bly with au Insurance feature In con¬ 
nection with It, for the benefit of the 
negroes of the Stute. 

Japnn's new gold fields are bcgtnulng 
to attract considerable attention. They 
were only recently discovered, so far 
as at -present defined, and embrace a 
territory of about fioO square miles. The 
gold Is found In small streams and riv¬ 
ers rising In the mountains and It Is 
obtained In the most primitive munuci 
by washing the sand. 

It Is worth noting that while, as 
shown by official figures the number of 
labor strikes ln the State of New York 
during the year 18HW was ln excess ol 
those of the preceding year aiul higher 
than for any year since 18111, the cause 
of more than half of them was differ¬ 
ence of opinion as to the Interpretation 
to be put on the eight-hour law enacted 
by the last Legislature. 

A Boston cemetery company lias de¬ 
cided to exclude automobiles from Its 
burying ground lest the horseless vehi¬ 
cles should cause runaways, which 
might create havoc among the tomb¬ 
stones and monuments. There are 
many costly monuments ln the ceme¬ 
tery, and as these are Insured by the 
company a runnway accident might re¬ 
sult ln a serious financial loss. 

In the luunilry of an Insnne asylum 
at Pontiac, Mich., electric Irons Instead 
of gas Irons have proved to be peculiar 
ly adapted for Insane asylum service 
where most of the work Is (lone by the 
patients. There Is no chance of theli 
setting anything on fire with the Irons 
and as the Irons are kept at au even 
temperature they do not require the 
exercise of judgment ln changing 
them. 

An American woman living In Manila 
writes that the two greatest depriva¬ 
tions that she and her American friends 
have to undergo are fresh fruit and 
sweet milk. There Is no berry of any 
sort to be had and no small fruit. There 
are plenty of bananas, but they have 
an Insipid taste. Condensed milk Is 
used exclusively by the American col¬ 
ony. Most of the vegetables that they 
use are canned. 

One of the most celebrated of the 
Alpine guides, Jean Payot, died at 
Chumounlx not long ago In hls ninety- 
fourth year. lie was one of the best 
known of all his class aud had piloted 
many distinguished persons up the 
Alps. He was the Inst survivor of the 
companions of Jacques Helmut, who 
was the first to reach the summit of 
Mont Blanc, and who perished ln the 
Glaciers de Slxt ln 1834. 

The fine marksmnnshlp of the Boers 
Is attested by the fact that of the 805 
men wounded by them ln the battle of 
the Tugela ln December 104, or more 
than half, were lilt ln the extremities, 
for which soldiers usually aim. All 
but eight were struck with Mauser bul¬ 
lets, the wounds, according to the Brit¬ 
ish surgeons, being “humane ln the ex¬ 
treme.” Twenty-six were hit about the 
head and twenty In tbe body. 

The other evening the electric lights 
of Juanita, Cal., failed and tbe next 
morning three suits were Instituted 
against the corporation. According to 
the lawyer for one of the plaintiffs “the 
parlor was at tlie time filled by guests 
at a children’s party, many of whom 
made use of the opportunity for illicit 
kissing and romping, which resulted In 
the destruction of costly ornaments and 
was harmful to the moral Welfare of 
those present.” 

The condition of the negro In Wash¬ 
ington has been made the subject of 
Investigation by John W. Itoss, who for 
twelve years has been one of the dis¬ 
trict commissioners. In the district 
government as officials, clerks and mes¬ 
sengers are fifty negroes, receiving an¬ 
nual salaries aggregating $28,000. 
There are forty negroes on the police 
force ln various capacities drawing 
$31,400 a year, while there are 500 ne¬ 
gro men and women ln the school sys¬ 
tem as teachers, whose yearly pay Is 
$200,000. These, with the negroes In 
various public Institutions and the wa¬ 
ter, street and sewer departments, 
bring tbe total up to 2,600, drawing an 
annual compensation of about $1,000,- 
000 .

Mont hern “Plnejr Woods.” 

In many places In the extreme South¬ 
ern States, especially In what are lo¬ 
cally known as the “piney woods,” one 
of the most notable features are tbe 
constantly recurring mounds of yellow 
land which everywhere dot and, it must 
be confessed, disfigure the monotonous 
landscni>e, says Popular Science Month¬ 
ly. These plies of earth are usually 
Hourly circular In form, fairly symmet¬ 
rical ln contour, from six Inches to two 
feet In diameter and. save where they 
have lieen tienten down by rain or 
winds or the trampling of cattle, nhout 
half as high as they are broad. Often 
these sand heaps are pretty evenly dis¬ 
tributed, sometimes so thickly as to 
cover at least one-fourth of the soli sur¬ 
face. If yon ask a native the cause of 
this singular phenomenon, which you 
will perhaps at first l>e dlsixised to con¬ 
sider a kind of arenaceous eruption 
which has somehow broken out on the 
face of nature, your Informant will 
ententloiisly reply “Salamanders!" 

All this disfigurement Is, Indeed, the 
.ork of a curious little rodent, popu¬ 
larly so nnmed and nl>out tne size and 
color of an ordinary rat lie Is never 
seen above ground If he can possibly; 
help It He digs innumerable branch¬ 
ing underground tunnels nt depths va¬ 
rying from one to six feet and these 
mounds of sand are simply the “dump 
heads" which. In hls engineering oper¬ 
ations, he finds It necessary to make. 

After carrying the exenvated earth 
to the surface this cautious little miner 
takes the greatest pains to cover up 
hls tracks. No opening Into hls burrow 
Is left. How he manages to so care¬ 
fully smooth over hls little snud mound 
nnd then literally “pull the hole lu after 
him,” Is as yet unexplained.
